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The Hornet Foundation 
Board of Directors met Mon 
day night and approved the ac 
tions of the appointed com- 
mittee that was empowered to 
act for the board during the 
summer 

The committee met during 
the summer and evaluated 
bids from various vending 
companies. The committee 
decided not to renew the con 
tract with Servomation and 
decided to contract with 
Canteen who submitted the 
highest bid 

ASCSUS president Terry 
Frost said that he had 
received positive feedback 
from students about the ser- 
vice from Canteen 

George Walsh, food service 
director, was introduced to the 
board. 

Walsh came from 
Washington State University 
where he was professor of food 
and nutrition management. 

He said that his operating 
philosophy was to “increase 
revenue and reduce cost, 
however. there had been some 
price raises that were badly 
needed. 

He also said that labor cost 
is down 40 percent which is 
better than 10 percent last 
year 

“There's not too much 
change so far.’ Walsh said, 
‘But we're making the best 
use of what we have.” 

He said he wants feedback 
from the students so that the 
students can be better served 


Terry Frost raised the 
question of the increase in 
pnv of foods and the 
boob. tore 


He questioned why everyth- 
ing was raised except food 
costs for the students who eat 
in the resident hall dining 
complex. He noted that if they 
werent paying the increase, 
someone else was. that 
someone being the general 
student body through book 
store profits, which subsidize 
the loss of the food service. 

Coordinator for Hornet 
Foundation, Karl Lorentzen, 
said the issue was being 
looked into. 

He also informed the board 
that the land lease for Alice’s 
Restaurant was not signed by 
the Chancellors office, 
therefore the building could be 
reraoved at any time. This 
posed a problem for the as- 
sociated students bike shop, 
which has no where to go. 

Lorentzen said he was jook- 
ing into defering removal of 
the buiilding until the univer- 
sity union was compieted. 

The board also approved 
changing all chairman to 
chair and his to his/hers in the 
by-laws of the Hornet Foun 
dation.

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Myths on campus

Suppose someone told you 
that he believed modern man 
was 1aore inclined to build the 
moral framework of his 
culture on the myths rather 
than on the concrete facts 
given to him by science. 
Before you pass him off as be- 
ing completely daft, think 
about it a minute. What fac- 
tors really pattern the moral 
laws of our culture? Do 
mythology and religion have 
any tangible influence on our 
lives? 

Dr. Joseph Campbell, an 
author and professor from 
New York, has originated 
some rather mind absorbing 
theories on mythology and its 
relevance to modern life. And 
he will be here on Friday, Oc 
tober 4, as a Convocation 
—- at lla.m. inthe Men’s 
Gym to discuss “The Vitality 
of Myth. 

Campbell studied at Colum- 
bia as well as at the Univer- 
sities of Paris and Munich. He 
was also a member of the 
literature faculty at Sarah 
Lawrence College. His ex- 
plorations of mytholcgy, an- 
thropology, psychology and 
art have convinced him that 
modern man tends to weave 
the moral fibers of his culture 


on myth rather than on scien- 
tific fact. In ‘The Historical 
Development of Mythology,” 
he writes: 


“And why should it be 
that whenever men have 
looked for something 
solid on which to found 
their lives, they have 
chosen, not the facts in 
which the world 
abounds, but the myths 
of an immemorial 
imagination preferring 
even to make life a hell 
for themselves...rather 
than to accept gracefully 
the bounty the world af- 

fords?’’ 


Campbell’s many books, 
“Masks of God,” “Flight of 
the Wild Gander,”’ and “The 
Hero with a Thousand Faces, ” 
have received exceptional 
reviews from both scholars 
and literary critics. 

Campbell’s appearance is 
sponsored by the Cultural 
Programs Committee, funded 
by the Associated Students, 
and admission is free. After 1 
p.m. he will participate in an 
informal discussion in the 
Ribera Room 
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Anthro prof authors book on Chinese communities 


After more than four years 
of fieldwork in the Sa 
ramento Chinese community 
Melford Weiss associate 
professor of anthropology, has 
authored a book entitled 
“Valley City: A Chinese Com 
munity in America.” 

The book, published recen 
tly by Schenkman Publishing 
Company of Cambridge, Mas 
sachusetts, represents one of 
the most definitive contem- 
porary studies of a minority 
Chinese community in an 
American city 

In his book, Weiss provides 
an analysis of mee com- 
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munity development from the 
period of 1850. soon after Sac 
ramento became a_ city 
through the year 1970 
Histoncally it covers three 
periods: 1850 to 1900: the era of 
the traditional Chinatown: the 
penod of the transitional com- 
munity from 1900 to 1940: and 
the contemporary community 
from 1940 to the present time 
Weiss centered his inves 
ugation around ways in which 
the Chinese have been as- 
similated into the larger 
American culture as well as 
the extent to which they have

Chinese cultural patterns 

His central interest as an 
anthropologist has been with 
the contemporary period He 
found that destruction of the 
traditional Chinatown area in 
Sacramento by the growth and 
expansion of the downtown 
redevelopment area in recent 
years intensified the process 
of change in_ traditional 
Chinese values. patterns of 
settlement, and operation asa 
minority community 

“The old Chinatown area 
supported rooms for elderly 
men, traditional gaming es 
tablishments, and inexpen- 
sive eating places,’ Weiss 
said. “The construction has 
significantly altered the area 
not only destroyng the old 
haunts, but replacing them 
with new modern buildings 
which are attracting great 
numbers of non-Chinese 


people. tourists and others 
who were not drawn to the old 
Chinatown 

One of Weiss’s findings was 
that a values gap between 
generations exists as strongly 
in the Chinese community as it 
does in the Caucasian com- 
munity. He found that while 
many of the young people 
were impatient with the more 
conservative viewpoints of 
their elders, they felt a strong 
need to re-emphasize a sense 
of uniqueness of their Chinese 
identity as a way of differen- 
tiating themselves from the 
stereotypic views of Chinese 
Americans which are held by 
many other Americans 

Contrary to the views of 
their elders. Weiss found that 
many Chinese youths believe 
in interracial dating and in 
healing the traditional 
feelings of suspicion and

He received a Master of 
Arts degree in anthropology in 
1969 and a Ph.D. in the same 
field in 197] 

Weiss has had an interest in 
\isan cultures since he was a 
youth growing up in New York 
City. However. it wasn't until 
he spent several years in Ais 
with the U.S. Army that he 
became interested in Chinese 
culture as a field of profes 
sional study

Con'd trom page 5 
loopholes, but women, retiree 
and low-income workers 
ought to be especially anxious 
to kick in to defeat Wilbur, for 
it ishe, more than anyone else 
who has rigged the laws to 
give them a doubly ine- 
quitable hosing every April 
i5th 

Republicans like Judy Pet- 
ty, who supported Richard 
Nixon down to the last out, 
have other reasons to be in 
dignant about Mills. They 
believe he is as compromised 
as the former President in the 
Watergate corruption, but is 
getting away with it. Liberal 
organs like The New Republic 
agree 

The magazine recently 
wrote that, Dollar for dollar 
the Mills presidential cam- 
paign may have been the most 
corruptly tinanced of them all 
About $700,000 is known to 
have been spent to elect Mills 
President Of that the 
Watergate committee iden 
tified $106,000 as corporate 
money. That's 15 per cent of 
the total sys contrast. the 
$749.000 in corporate 
donations to Richard Nixon's 
campaign amounted to just 
about 1.2 per cent of his tota! 

Despite that, despite the 
use of corpo: ate jets. despite 
dummy campaign com 
mittees and any number of 
other compromising pieces ot 
information, Mills was able to 
defy the Senate Watergate 
committee, and refused totes 
tifv while one of his campaign 
aides turned up to decline to 
answer questions on grounds 
of possible self incrimination 


Both here and in 
Washington, Mills’ ability to 
avoid interrogation under 


oath is ascribed to his alleged 
power to use the IRS to help or 
injure fmends and enemies 
The whispered allegations 
about Mills’ use of the IRS for 
political purposes haven't 
been proven so Petty confines 
herself to others which have 

“Mr. Mills,’’ she says in not 
very oblique reference to the 
source of some of his political 
money, “has one foot in sour 
milk and the other foot in stale 
beer. 

The woman who is trying to 
knock Wilbur off is a 3l-year 
old former assistant to Ar- 
kansas’ late governor, Win 
throp Rockefeller. The 
Rockefeller connection means 
nothing. Nelson is not about to 
part with one dime to Petty, 
who couldn't open her own 
campaign headquarters 
because the phone deposit was 
too steep and so must bunk in 
with the Republican State 
Committee, which isn't in 
much better shape. Thus far 
her only significant out-of- 
state party support has been 
from Ronald Reagan, who is 
due in here shortly for a Petty 
fund-raiser. 

Her politics e close to 
Reagan's, who she admires, 
but she ha s none of the Califor- 
nia Governor's streak of vin- 
dictiveness. She wants to cut 
the budget, even the Fen- 
tagon’s budget, but her speech 
lacks Reagan's satisfaction at 
the thought of the poor going 
without.

In her moderate high heels, 
her bit-below-the-knees skirt, 
and her Tricia Nixon, lac- 
quered, bouffant hairdo, Judy 
Petty is the kind of woman 
who waits for the man she’s 
with to open the door for her

she is as much a home-grown 
Arkansas product as Wilbur 
If her breadth of knowledge 
isn't spectacular, she's better 
equipped than many who pass 
their lives collecting money 
and senionty in the House 

A recent poll suggests that 
the local yokelry have caught 
on to Wilbur's game and they 
don't like it. With the Rose City 
Jaycees or out in front of the 
Baldwin Electronics plant 
shaking hands with the mor 
ning shift, Judy Petty, you can 
see, knows how to exploit the 
16-term Congressman’s 
declining approval rate, but
